Has Big Task To Perform 


Some mighty knowledgeable people in the development and 
housing industries are wondering whether the giant federal highway 
program will advance the country or retard it as far as building better 
living conditions are concerned. The new mobility offered by inter- 
state highways could be as harmful as it is advantageous, they 


maintain. 
They worry that the policy will 
shoot new and large suburban 


areas out along interstate roads, 
creating thickly populated com- 
munities outside of city limits in 
areas where the normal services 
of water, sewage, planning, street 
lighting, traffic control, . school 
and recreation development may 
not be available. 

They point to the possibility 
that development of fast roads in 
dozens of hitherto agricultural 
areas may create slums and iso- 
lation and may, what’s more, de- 
stroy the central city with its 
cultural life, conveniences and 
complete and diversified shopping 
services. 

This is precisely the point that 
has concerned us in connection 
with the Atlanta-Gainesville (and 
beyond) superhighway.

NOT SEPARATE SPHERE 


The newest Soviet satellite is 
six times heavier than the 184- 
pound sphere launched by the 
Soviet Union on Oct. 4 and about 
50 times heavier than the satel- 
lite which the United States will 
launch next spring. 

Officials pointed out, however, 
that according to the Moscow an- 
nouncement the latest Soviet 
satellite consists of the final stage 
of the launching rocket, and not 
a separate sphere, as was the 
first Soviet satellite and as are 
the planned U.S. satellites. The 
weight of the satellite rocket, it 
was felt by U.S. officials, is prob- 
ably not much different from the 
final stage of the rocket which 
thrust the first Soviet satellite 
into space and then went into an 
earth-circling orbit itself.

There’s a little-known poem by John Sullivan Dwight that | 
think of occasionally when I hear of somebody like Nora Belle 
Emerson. It runs something like this: 


“Work and thou wilt bless the day 
Ere the toil be done; 

They that work not, cannot pray, 
Cannot feel the su.” 


And then it ends: “Work or lose the power to will, lose the 
power to love.” 

The efficacy of work has never been a mystery to anybody 
who grew up in the depression days when a rich man was any 
man who had a job of any kind. But sometimes we forget the 
far-reaching effectiveness of the person who does a simple job 
with joy and devotion. 


Nora Belle Emerson is an Atlanta school teacher, who happens 
te know music and children about equally well and who has blended 
the two with an astonishing and heart-warming degree of success. 


Hers was a job like many another kindergarten 
at Spring Street School. But, oh, what she has done with that job! 
Even those of us who have known Miss Emerson for some time 

he at her accomplishments. 

Marel (Mrs. Alex) Brown, an Atlanta writer, has told the 
story of Miss Emerson’s work in an appealing piece called “Her 
Music Charms Children’ in the October issue of the Baptist maga- 
zine, “Home Life.” [Illustrated with photographs by Carolyn 
Carter, the story tells how the school teacher became Atlanta's 
well-loved “Rhythm Lady” from watching the effects of music on 
shy, withdrawn little kindergarteners. 

With the help of Dr. Thomas E. McDonough, director of physi- 
cal education at Emory, Miss Emerson cut four graded sets of 
10-inch records containing 18 one-minute rhythms called “Rainbow 
Rhythms” which were adopted for use in Atlanta schools in 1949. 
She has used music at Aidmore and at the Cerebral Palsy School 
where she teaches two mornings a week. 


“Miss Emerson,” relates Marel Brown, “has never found a 
child who would not respond to the rhythms. But there was one 
child, she admits, whe seemed for a time as if he would be the 
first. 


“ ‘He was a boy in a rolling chair who had a badly afflicted 
hand,’ she recalls. ‘He wouldn't let anyone touch that hand. In 
fact he would often cry if 1 looked at it. He refused to join any 
game. 

“I didn’t force the issue, but as he sat alone week after 
week listening to the rhythms his body started to bend and move 
with the music.’ 

“Then one day without warning, Miss Emerson stepped in front 
of his chair as the children were playing ‘The Boats’ and put out 
her hands. The boy took hold. 

“ "The little chap now both hands quite well,” she says 
with a glow of satisfaction.” 


Mrs. Brown said that Miss Emerson’s ‘“‘music magic” was the 
result of 20 years of “matching music to children’s moods.” She 
started as a plano teacher in the public school at Madison, her 
home town, spent several years in the music department in Thom- 
aston schools, taught kindergarten and first grade at Spring Street 
School in Atlanta and has been primary pianist in her Sunday 
School as well as superintendent for the last five years. 


As the result of her work, done quietly and out of her own 
devotion, other states have sent people to observe and adopt 
rhythm programs in the public schools. 

“Miss Emerson,”’ concluded Mrs. Brown, “‘knows rhythm is as 
natural with children as the wind in a dancing maple; as the ocean 
breakers among rocks on the shore; as the flapping of a bird's 
wings. 
“And when she sees a mother’s eyes cloud up with happy tears 
at the sight of her child at last using a crippled limb, Miss Emer- 
son knows the joy of sharing in one of God's wonders.”

Southeastern Conference football coaches named coach Bobby 
Dodd's Yellow Jackets The Constitution’s Team of The Week. thus 
ratifying the unofficial vote giving them this honor late Saturday 
aiternoon by Duke University’s Bill Murray. 

Bill’s vote went even further. He’s no doubt willing to make 
the Classy Engineers ‘‘team of the week” in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference, too, after what he witnessed from the Blue Devils’ 
bench betore 40,000 Grant Field homecomers. 

Voting in the Duke precincts understandably would have 
been heavier for the Techs since they soundly whipped the 
proud men in Blue, 13-0. And the difference in the two teams 
Saturday was even greater than this score indicates. It was 
the first setback of the campaign for the Dukes after victories 
over South Carolina, Virginia, Maryland, Rice, Wake Forest 
and a 14-14 standoff with still undefeated North Carolina State. 

For the Jackets, it pulled them above the .500 mark with 3-2-1. 
And, of course it was the greatest effort of the season for this 
sophomore-packed squad. In fact, it was one of the greatest team 
eiforts ever for a Tech team on Grant Field. 

The boys who make the line had deserted the Techs for this 
one, quoting the Demon Dukes at 5% points over the Jackets. And 


even coach Dodd believed the Murray men were about two touch- 
downs better. This was good logic, for the Jackets hadn't seemed 
remotely dangerous in their last outing against Tulane’s meek 
Greenies, even though they did triumph, 20-13. 

Dodd should have become suspicious of his team’s intention, 
however, when they ‘leaked’ ‘the word to him Saturday morning 
that he was overrating the big men in Blue. These kids thought 
they had a pretty good ball team, too, and that coach Dodd 
shouldn’t be going around telling the student body in front of the 
big bonfire Friday night that Duke was a better ball club by 
two TDs. 

So, when they came out there Saturday afternoon, no one 
would have suspected this was the same team that was 
whipped but good by LSU and was nothing to write home about 
against Tulane. 

Defensively they made the Dukes look like the 37th rather 
than the seventh ranked football power in the nation. In the whole 
first half the once-potent Devil offensive was able to move the 
sticks for only one first down and only 19 yards net rushing. 

The second half it was not much better for the stunned men 
from Durham. ‘They wound up with a net 66 yards rushing, so 
vicious was the arounsed Jacket defenders. And the Tech offense

Though everyone played fine ball, it must have been most 
inspiring to the rest of the youthful Jackets to see their center 
and captain Don Stephenson playing one of the finest games of 
his career for some 55 minutes of the game and sophomore 
Freddie Braselton, their brilliant field general, calling the of- 
fensive shots for full route Texas Fred is Tech’s modern “iron 
man.”’ 

And then, too, it surely perked them up when the likes of Toby 
Deese, ‘Leon Askew, Urban Henry, Foster Watkins and Ted Smith, 
Jerry Nabors kept firing in there to stop the vaunted Duke attack 
headed by the fleet Wray Carlton, George Dutrow, Bob Brodhead 
and Phil Dupler, (subbing for the injured captain and ace blocker 
Hal McElhaney) before they could get one of their famous crunch- 
ing drives under way. 

In the backfield, fullback Simerville had his greatest. day. His 
two kickoff returns of 31 and 44 yards helped break Duke’s back 
and his 46 bruising yards rushing placed him second in that de- 


partment. Of course his 15-yard TD gallop in the third quarter off 
the screen was a beauty, too. Only senior halfback Stan Flowers 
was better, racking up 65, in one of his best days ever at Tech; 


Sonny Jim Benson, who moved into the fullback picture just 


before the Tulane game, proved he’s a real ramrod-type runner by. 


punching over the first TD through the center of the massed Duké 
torwards.
